INTRODUCTION 


Milk  is  a commodity  distributed  in  this  country  on  a colossal 
scale  and  the  householder  takes  for  granted  the  daily  delivery  of 
his  milk  requirements o He  seldom,  if  ever,  gives  a thought  to  the 
organisation  behind  this  routine  daily  service o There  have,  however, 
been  indications  in  the  press  that  retail  dairies  have  difficulties 
in  maintaining  the  service  and  that  the  public  may  find  in  the  future 
that  delivery  of  milk  daily,  seven  days  a week,  may  not  always  be 
possible o 

The  labour  troubles  of  the  dairy  trade  may  not  be  peculiar  to 
that  trade,  and  in  any  case  are  not  perhaps  the  concern  of  the  public. 
But  the  public  does  have  some  responsibility  particularly  for  milk 
bottles;  to  ensure  that  empty  bottles  are  not  hoarded  and  that  they 
are  available  for  collection  and  return  to  the  distributor  in  a 
really  clean  condition® 

Dairies  use  bottle  washing  machines  which  eire  a triumph  of 
efficiency  and  ingenuity,  and  with  very  rare  exceptions  no  bottle  is 
delivered  to  a customer  which  is  not  scrupulously  clean  before  it  is 
filled.  However,  unless  the  customer  takes  care  to  rinse  all  milk 
bottles  before  the  milk  residue  has  hardened  into  a film  the  cleansing 
of  bottles  becomes  a very  difficult  task  indeed  for  the  dairy 
concerned.  Furthermore,  it  is  a punishable  offence  to  use  milk 
bottles  for  such  fluids  as  paraffin,  turpentine  and  petrol. 

A development  in  milk  delivery  which  may  alleviate  some  of  the 
present  difficulties  is  the  use  of  disposable  containers.  Those  in 
use  experimentally  in  part  of  the  district  are  pyramid  shaped  cartons 
which  have  proved  satisfactory  so  far.  The  chief  points  in  their 
favour  are;  cleanliness;  ease  of  handling;  elimination  of  "returns” 
eind  replacements.  In  the  first  place  a large  caravan  site  was 
chosen  for  the  first  trial  and  this  has  been  a complete  success. 

Before  such  a system  becomes  widespread,  however,  the  public  will 
have  to  learn  to  forget  its  present  preference  for  glass  bottles  in 
which  the  milk  can  be  seen. 


The  district  still  has  problems  in  drainage,  and  although  an 
immense  amount  has  been  done  in  the  last  twenty  years  and  very  leirge 
sums  of  money  have  been  spent,  such  progress  is  small  consolation  to 
ratepayers  who  still  have  to  tolerate  conditions  which  are 
unsatisfactory  to  say  the  least . 
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It  will  be  some  years  before  virtually  all  parts  of  the 
district  are  satisfactorily  sewered,  but  the  Council  is  doing  as  much 
as  is  physically  and  fineincially  possible,  and  the  work  must 
necessarily  be  phased  in  degrees  of  priority,,  Thus  the  contract  for 
the  South  West  Area  Sewage  Works  has  been  awarded,  and  work  on  Stage 
III  of  the  Aldingbourne  and  District  Scheme  should  start  before  long. 

Again,  neither  of  these  two|<  projects  will  help  the  inhabitants 
of  some  half-a-dozen  areas  in  other  parts  of  the  district,  all  of  whom 
feel,  naturally,  that  their  particular  scheme  has  been  unfairly  placed 
in  the  priority  list.  It  is  inevitable  that  the  public  must  continue 
to  be  patient  until,  future  financial  crises  permitting,  all  the 
schemes  which  the  Council  is  anxious  to  put  in  hand  are  completed.

The  Chichester  Rural  District,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country, 
covers  the  South-Western  quarter  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex o 

Formed  under  the  West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933?  when  the  West bourne 
and  Westhampnett  Rural  Districts  were  combined,  it  lies  on  the  sea  coast 
with  the  River  Arun  at  its  Eastern  boundary  and  the  County  boundary  between 
West  Sussex  and  Hampshire  to  the  West©  The  Northern  boundairy  lies  on  the 
South  Downs© 

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  district , and 
being  the  County  Town,  it  houses  the  headquajrters  of  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council,  the  Chichester  City  Council  and  the  Chichester  Rural  District 
Council©  Bognor  Regis  lies  towards  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the  coast  line© 

Farming,  the  distributive  trades,  and  local  government  administration 
employ  the  bulk  of  the  population  inland,  while  the  coastline  - seventeen 
miles  long  - includes  the  popular  resorts  of  Middiet on-on -Sea,  Pagham, 
Selsey,  Bracklesham  Bay  and  the  Witterings,  and  attracts  a leirge  number  of 
Summer  visitors©

As  the  tables  covering  the  last  ten  years  on  Page  11  show  (allowing 
for  random  variations  from  year  to  year,  which  are  inevitable  where 
relatively  small  figures  are  concerned)  the  crude  birth  rate,  about  15 
per  1,000,  and  the  crude  death  rate,  about  11 oO  per  1,000,  remain  steady o 
In  a population  with  a high  proportion  of  old  people  the  crude  birth  rate 
would  be  expected  to  be  less  th^n  the  national  figure  - 17  per  1,000; 
but  the  crude  death  rate  would  tend  to  be  higher  than  the  national  rate  - 
11  per  1,000 o The  fact  that  it  remains  steadily  less  demonstrates  the 
longevity  of  Sussex  people  o

December,  1966,  were  as  follows

North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  (part  of  Upwaltham  Parish  only) , 
Worthing  Corpo):ation  (part  of  Tortington  Parish  only) . 

All  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is  chlorinated 
before  distribution » The  supplies  are  constant  and  generally  adequate  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  distribution  areas » 

The  fluoride  content  of  drinking  water  supplied  in  the  District  is 
less  than  Od  parts  per  million  o 

9803  of  houses  have  a piped  water  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the 
water  undertakings,  and  of  the  remaining  houses,  Oo87%  have  a piped  supply 
from  private  estates,  so  that  over  99%  of  dwellings  have  piped  water o 

Madehurst  is  the  only  parish  without  a public  mains  supply  in  regular 
use,  although  facilities  are  available  to  enable  mains  water  from  the 
Portsmouth  Water  Company  to  be  pumped  into  the  private  estate  pipe  line 
should  the  need  a|*iaeo

Portsmouth  Water  Company o 

This  Company  is  virtually  the  sole  supplier  of  water  throughout  the 
district  as  they  provide  a supply  to  ^0  out  of  the  42  parishes  concerned, 
and  even  in  Madehurst,  as  mentioned  above,  facilities  are  available  to 
enable  the  Company's  mains  water  to  be  pumped  into  the  private  estate 
mains  o

The  Company  are  shortly  to  lay  a new  trunk  main  between  Woodmancote 
Pumping  Station  and  Racton  Reservoir,  and  when  this  is  completed  the 
Woodmancote  Pumping  Station  is  likely  to  be  relegated  to  a standby  basis.
